A large am o u n t of war 
material was Viiso taken. 
(Lutsk is the apex of a triangle of 
fortresses whose base line, extending 
from 
Dubno to Rovno, lies 
to the 
iou rh east. 
These 
fortresses 
wert 
captured by the Alistr ‘ans last fill, 
after long arni severe fighting, during 
which 
Lutzk changed hands severs 
times.) 
It Is stated that the Austrian line 
have been broken Iii Volhynia, and 
that they have been withdrawn near 
ly twenty miles throughout the Lutsk 
sector. 
The ra p tu r e bv the G erm ans of Fort 
Vaux, a key position of the French 
northeast of Verdun, was officially ad 
mitted by the French war office in 
Paris. 
T ’tte fort had been demolished 
by heavy shell fir* before it was given 
up, the sta tem ent says. 
Frern h soldiers, under Major Hay 
nil, made a gallant defence of th* 
blasted works for seven days, during 
which the G erm ans attacked night and 
day, hurling wave after wave of troops 
against the fort and shelling It with 
unprecedented violence in the lull he 
tween infantry assaults. 
On Tuesday night the Germans gain 
ed 
a 
foothold In 
the fort, and 
ah 
through the rest of the night and day 
the battle 
raged, with 
the men 
at 
hand-to-hand grips. 
It was a bloody 
com bat In the trenches and raves and 
underground p a - s a g e w a 's , where ti)* 
soldiers grappled Ilk*’ wild beasts. 
In 
the m eantim e the big German guns 
w ere pouring their salvoes 
of 
fir* 
against the Fronrh rear and hurling 
a curtain of shell* across the rom 
munlcatlon ways to prevent reinforce 
m e n ts from reaching Major Havrial. 
Finally, on Wednesday, the French 
completely cut off, had to 
u"ren or 
T h e garrison had fought gallantly, ail I 
It Is believed that m ost of them were 
hilled. 
German positions 
east

weal of the fort all nigh*, hut, despite 
their ferocity, ail were repulsed. 
Fort Vaux was known aa the door b 
Verdun from the northeast. 
It lies on 
a high bluff and is only about four 
miles from the city of Verdun. 
THG 
is the second of the fort-; defending 
Verdun to he captu red bv the crown 
prince.

For* 
Vaux was occupied Tuesday night and 
700 French 
prisoners 
were 
taken, 
along with a large n um ber of guns 
machine guns and mine throwers.

days ago, on lune 2 . by infantry from 
the city of Paderborn, in Westphalia 
Another

this region on lune 2, was tak*n. With 
the re>ent captu re of Ztlleheke the

Ypres.
